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Mashpee declares Stone, AHS contractor, in default 
Andover has no default penalty; Mashpee official calls that lack ‘suicidal’

project is also involved with a 
problematic Mashpee, Mass., job that 
could force high school students there 
into trailer classrooms next year. 
The firm is Stone Building Compa- 
ny, one half of Stone-Congress, the 


joint venture hired as the general or 
chief contractor of the Andover High 
project. 

In February, with the Mashpee pro- 
ject two months behind schedule, the 
Mashpee High School Building Com- 
mittee declared Stone in default of its 
contract. The Mashpee contract calls 
for the town to receive money from 


Stone if the project isn’t completed on 
time. The Mashpee building committee 
chairman said he believes these claus- 
es help keep the contractor’s feet to the 
fire and the building project on sched- 
ule. 

“Absolutely. To build a school with- 
out a default clause is suicidal,” said 
Paul Griffin, building committee chair- 


person. 

“I can't get inside his (the contrac- 
tor’s) head. It would certainly have an 
effect on me.” 

Yet, while the Mashpee building 
committee has a penalty clause in its 
contract with Stone, Andover does not.

Congress is now saying the school won't be 
complete until April, 1997. The Andover 
School Building Committee will also ask for 
$2.43 million more at Town Meeting to com- 
plete the Andover High project. 

Despite these problems, Jim Marsh, 
Andover building committee chairman, has 
been lauding the contractor recently. 

“We may be at odds with the contractor 
over time and money, but there is a high 
degree of quality going into the project and 
that is what will last. Hopefully the time and 
money problems will go away,” said Mr 
Marsh, March 7 

But why wasn't a penalty written into the 
Andover contract? 

“Because in (Town Counsel) Tom Urbelis’ 
experience, these damages are very difficult 
to collect on,” said Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski.

clause to keep the contractor to a spe- 
cific finish date —- and, in Mashpee, 
the completion date for the project is 
particularly important. That’s 
because Mashpee students who had 
been going to Falmouth High School 
on a tuition basis, will no longer be 


accepted there after this year. If 


Mashpee does not have its own 
school ready on time, the Cape Cod 
town will be left with few options. 

Mr. Griffin said the town is still 
working on a contingency plan in 
case the school is not ready in 
September and one of the options is 
using trailers as temporary class- 
rooms. 
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But Mr. Griffin said declaring 
Stone in default does not mean 
they've been kicked off the project. 

“Stone will continue on. Right 
now the bonding company is watch- 
ing this very closely,” said Mr. Grif- 
fin. “We think this thing is going to 
turn around.” 


Mr. Griffin said a new project 
manager came on board in Novem- 


ber and has been “trying to dig out of 


a hole.” 

He also said Mashpee originally 
considered hiring Earl R. Flans- 
burgh + Associates, the architects 
who designed the Andover High pro- 


ject, but decided against it. 

The Mashpee building committee 
had asked the architectural finalists 
to list all the projects they'd been 
involved with recently but the Flans- 
burgh firm omitted from its list a 
troubled Belmont project. 


“He left that out. The mere fact 
that, one, he left that out, and, two, 
there was the potential (lawsuit) 
against him, we felt we basically had 
to pass on him,” said Mr. Griffin. “He 
was our number-one choice at the 
time. 

“But I've seen a lot of jobs Earl’s 
done that have been done well.”

Champy proposal coming back to Town Meeting 


Planners endorse proposal 
to rezone for houses

Voters at April 
Town Meeting will 
be asked for the third 
time in a year to 
rezone the Rose 
Champy land off 
Haverhill Street 
from industrial to 
residential zoning.

Developers flooded 
both departments with permit requests last 
month in anticipation of these controls being 
approved, according to Steve Colyer, plan- 
ning director, and Kaija Gilmore, building 
inspector. 

Jim Loscutoff, of Jenkins Road, sponsor of 
articles 51 and 52, said they were aimed at 
encouraging the town to establish a policy 
toward controlling growth. Mr. Loscutoff 
admitted that he originally became interest- 
ed in the growth issue after the 21-lot Deer- 
field Estates subdivision was proposed for 
land adjacent to his own property, but said 
he then became aware of pressures being put 
on the town in several areas by residential 
growth. These pressures include Overcrowd- 
ing in the schools and higher tax rates, he 
said. 

Planners said they were not convinced 
there is a problem with growth, citing that 
growth has continued at the rate of about 100 


new single-family homes each. year in 
Andover for the last 10 years, with just 73 
new homes last year. And both selectmen 
and planners said there were more students 
in Andover schools in the 1970s than there 
are today. 

Planners said the limit on permits would 
create undo hardships for land owners and 
developers, and cited a letter from Tom 
Urbelis, town counsel, which said the mora- 
torium could be seen as a land taking by the 
town and result in a variety of legal chal- 
lenges in court. 

During the Planning Board hearing Tues- 
day, Claire McClory, of 62 Harold Parker 
Road, asked Mr. Loscutoff to withdraw the 
articles he sponsored because it could ham- 
per the sale of her mother’s property on Jenk- 
ins Road.

Free Church to host 
Boston’s Bullock Brothers 


On the same May weekend 
in 1846 when the town of 
Andover was celebrating its 
200th birthday, the Free Chris- 
tian Church was constituted. 
Thus, 1996 is Free Church's 
150th anniversary year. The 
milestone is being observed in 
a year-long series of events that 
will culminate this spring in 
the publication of the church 
history, the presentation of an 
original cantata, Find Us Faith- 
ful, and a Scottish-flavored 
anniversary banquet. 

The church had its begin- 
nings when a small group of 
devoted men and women began 
meeting in November 1845 to 
express concern that none of 
their churches would voice 
opposition to slavery. The driv-

ing force behind this “Free 
Christian Society” were the 
Scottish-born owners of 
Andover’s Smith & Dove flax 
mill, John Smith (also instru- 
mental in endowing Memorial 
Hall Library) and John Dove. 
Both were devout abolitionists. 
Believing that the church must 
speak out against “the evil of 2 
million Negroes held in 
bondage,” 44 joined on May 7, 
1846, to form a church that was 
congregational in polity, evan- 
gelical in faith. The charter 
members had withdrawn in 
good standing, but solemn con- 
viction, from West Parish, 
South Church, Andover Baptist 
Church, and the Methodist 
church, because none of these 
would condemn slavery from 
the pulpit. According to 
founder William Donald (own- 
er of the Donald Ink Factory in 
Frye Village), the Andover 
churches were “not sympathet- 
ic to the design, and not one 
Andover minister sent to wish 
us Godspeed.” The founders’ 
roster reads like today’s street- 
list of Andover: Abbott, 
Barnard, Blanchard, Clark; 
Harding, Holt, Gould, Lovejoy, 
Poor. 

To remember Free Christian 
Church’s roots in the anti-slav- 
ery movement, the church has 
invited the Bullock Brothers to 
perform two concerts of gospel 
music and spirituals Sunday, 
March 17, at 9:30 and 11 a.m. in 
the church sanctuary at 31 Elm 
St. The community is invited to 
attend.

IS CINNAMON A SORE SUBJECT? 

It certainly came as news to many who attended a recent 
meeting of the Academy of Genera! Dentistry when it was 
announced that cinnamon was found to be responsible for a 
Condition known as cinnamon-induced stomatitis. According to the 
experts who presented the report, cinnamon and products flavored 
with the spice had the potential to create symptoms including 
mouth sores, inflamed gums or taste buds, and a burning sensation 
of the tongue and mouth tissue.

should be about issues. It shouldn’t be 
about personality,” he says. 

Mr. Muller says the school system 
has sought community input on all the 
major issues during his time: on con- 
doms, bus fees and leveling, for 
instance. 

“People are mixing up not agreeing 
with listening,” he says. “One of the 
issues being brought up is listening 
and (opponents are) using that as a 
way to get at personality.” 

So what is his personality? 

Mr. Muller is a businessman who 
says he “grew up” professionally sell- 
ing semi-conductors and has worked 
his way up with different companies. 
He currently runs U.S. sales for Fagor 
Electronic Components as a vice-presi- 
dent and general manager. In his 
Andover office last Friday afternoon, 
he removes his tie after a photo is tak- 
en. When the interview is completed he 
slips on a flannel shirt, happy to be in 
more relaxed attire. 

“My favorite activity right now is 
probably watching my kids participate 
in many things,” he says, a picture of 
his three daughters on a shelf over his 
right shoulder. “Sometimes I’m an 
active participant. I find there aren’t 
that many people who volunteer, so 
things that you do well — things like 
coaching — I do that.” 

A former Celtics season ticket hold- 
er back when that meant something 
good, Mr. Muller is known for his love 
of basketball. During the interview, he 
selects a coffee mug with a painting of 
a basketball game on it. During the 
past season he has enjoyed his two 
eldest daughters’ success on the 
Andover High basketball team. 

“I go to every single game I possibly 
can,” he says, “because if you can’t 
enjoy this time in your life there’s 
something wrong with you.” 

There are also some things that are 
not quite perfect with the schools and

the Townsman asked both candidates 
about a few of these issues. 
Biggest problem facing schools? 

“The impact of growth on them,” 
answers Mr. Muller. “If it’s going to 
continue to grow then it’s going to take 
more funding and there’s only so much 
the tax-base can handle.” 

Mr. Muller says another issue is 
that the Andover schools have “more 
diverse needs now” and are required to 
be “more encompassing.” 

“But the key issue is we've got to 
strike a balance. The balance to me is 
within the school department and 
between the school and the town. You 
know what I’m saying. We have to keep 
in mind that there are different groups 
with needs,” he says. “I think that’s my 
strength. I think I do that quite well.” 


The school budget 

The growth of student population is 
one of the things driving the hefty 
school budget, a hot issue as Town 
Meeting approaches. What assurances 
do the taxpayers have or will they have 
if Mr. Muller is re-elected that this 
school money is being spent wisely? 

Mr. Muller noted that Dick Neal, 


superintendent, produced the school 
budget earlier than usual this year to 
allow the school and the town boards 
time to discuss what to do about the 
school system’s increased needs. Mr. 
Muller says the close scrutiny of the 
school budget by both school officials 
and the Finance Committee — and offi- 
cials’ inability to come up with obvious 
items that should be eliminated - 
should provide reassurance. 

The schools have also looked at 
trends “to make sure we're not adding 
more staff than we need because of the 
increase,” he says. “I think the analy- 
sis we have done, both on a macro- and 
micro-(economic) level, show Mr. 
Neal’s budget is not overstated.” 

Mr. Muller says that discussing the 
schools five-year plan with the town 
boards will be one of his goals for next 
year if he is re-elected. 

Feelings on eagle as logo 

“T really haven't thought about it too 
much,” he answers. “The eagle is what 
was voted on at the High School. I 
think the next part of the project is to 
have town input from the alumni.” 


Weren't alumni a part of the logo 
committee that decided on an eagle? 

Mr. Muller says he hasn't received a 
report about how the eagle was select- 
ed and is reserving judgment until he 
has “all the data.” 


Why is he seeking 3 more years? 

“IT am deeply concerned about the 
town of Andover. I deeply want to give 
back what I received. This is a volun- 
teer’s job.” 


Mr. Muller says bus fees have been 
eliminated, the school buildings are in 
better shape and the building program 
went from focusing on Penguin Park to 
dealing with two of the three education 
levels— the High School and the ele- 
mentary school levels — during his time 
on the committee.

ith local elections creeping

Weli, mostly because Mr. Parsons’ 
wife, Denise, is running against 
Selectman Barry Finegold for the 
state representative seat now held by 
Gary Coon. 

Mr. Parsons did not attend the 
selectmen’s meeting, during which 
the selectmen recommended the $2.4 
million warrant article by a vote of 3- 
1-1. Residents will vote on the article 
at April Town Meeting. 


Now (don’t) hear this 
Town Meeting will be held in the 
Collins Center at Andover High, 
despite the building committee’s 
wishes that it be held elsewhere. 

For months now, the committee 
has been asking school and town 
officials to hold whatever non- 
school-day activities they can at oth- 
er facilities. Committee members 
hope this will help the contractor 
complete the job more quickly. 

So when Buzz Stapczynski, town 
manager, mentioned Town Meeting 
would be at the Andover High site, 
committee members asked him if he 
had been listening to them. 

“It’s like watching TV,” joked Mr. 
Marsh, chairman. “Do you talk back 
to the TV?”

type of a system.” 

As a School Committee candidate. 
this issue plays to Mr. Nadworny’s 
Strength.

The schools need to not only plan 
ahead and put a planning process in 
place, but also build a sense in the com- 
munity that the schools are managed 
In a responsible way, he says. 

“That's the challenge. The biggest 
Single issue,” he says. “If there isn’t a 
level of trust then the ability to get sup- 
port becomes harder.” 

School budget 

“| haven't seen that the budget pro- 
cess Is moving ahead or decisions are 
being made (educationally) based on 
any articulated set of goals,” says Mr. 
Nadworny. “They haven't moved one 
cent off that original plan either by 
making cuts or looking at other 
approaches.” 

Mr. Nadworny indicates he doesn’t 


believe in sacrificing town services 
and using up all of the town’s free cash 
to pay for the school programs. 

“I’m not sure in the long run that’s 
really the best course.” he says. “I 
think that there are certainly cuts that 
can be made in that original (school) 
budget.” 

Mr. Nadworny says to assure people 
their tax money is being spent wisely 
he would look into the educational val- 
ue and benefits of each program, 
“building the budget from the ground 
up, instead of adding another layer 
onto what we already have.” 

Before considering to cut something 
he would also have plans regarding 
how those programs will be replaced or 
how their removal will affect the stu- 
dents. 

“The instrumental music program 
to me is one example of how there’s no 
proactive plan or looking ahead,” he 
says. “I don’t believe in cutting blindly 
without respect for the consequences 
and unfortunately that seems to be the 
approach that the committee seems to 
take ~ like with the kindergarten pro- 
gram.” 

Mr. Nadworny says the committee 
often operates in “crisis management 
mode,” and that isn’t the way the 
schools should be run. 

Feelings on eagle logo 

“You bring up all the big important, 
sensible issues, the biggest problems 
we have. I’m comfortable with an 
eagle,” he says. 

But Mr. Nadworny says the logo 


issue is another example of the Scheol 
Committee's inability to communicate. 
After the committee took a vote that 
would have allowed the Native Ameri- 
can logo to be modified, several people 
loudly and angrily complained. In the 
face of this stiff and angry opposition, 
the committee re-voted, saying a new 
logo would have to be created. 

“All of the confrontational approach 
could have been avoided. I think we 
would be better off if we didn’t have to 
deal with an educational body that 
made everything controversial,” says 
Mr. Nadworny. 


Why running for office? 

“I want to see the School Committee 
take a leadership role in setting some 
standards on how the school system is 
run. (The committee should) set some 
goals and directives so the parents and 
teachers and everyone in town will 
have an idea about the goals to achieve 
and how we'll go about doing that,” he 
Says. 4 

Mr. Nadworny says goals and guide- 
lines need to be set with the adminis- 
tration regarding “everything from 
Class size to educational outcomes.” 

“We need to have that in place going 
forward instead of going on and, when 
a problem arises, jumping up and say- 
ing, ‘How can we address it?’ We need 
to foster an environment as a School 
Committee that encourages new ideas 
and approaches that help the children 
learn. Because that really is one of the 
goals.” 


Music compromise would have lessons after-school 
School looks to other department heads to help cut the schools budget

In light of efforts aimed at cutting 
some music programs, the coordinator 
of Andover schools’ fine arts program 
has composed an alternative way to 
eliminate in-school elementary music 
lessons. 

Diana Kolben, fine arts program 
coordinator, said the new mode! still 
provides lessons after school, and 
requires parents to pay a fee for a 
small-group, semi-private or private 
lesson. 

“It would turn the buildings almost 
into conservatories,” she said. “It 
would be open to children of any age 
including kindergarten for strings.”

“Only when the School Commit- 
tee is on,” said Marjorie Dennis. Ms. 
Dennis, the vice-chairwoman, had 
an Eric Nadworny School Commit- 
tee button attached to the pocket- 
book at her feet. 

“Can't we hold Town Meeting out- 
side under a tree as it was originally 
intended?” suggested Mr. Parsons. 


Ms. Kolben’s new proposal has not 
yet been presented to the School Com- 
mittee, but the committee expects to 
review her model soon. 

The new proposal for eliminating in- 
school elementary lessons differs from 
the previous proposal in at least two 
major ways. 

First, two of the three existing full- 
time positions will remain and those 
people will both deal with student 
bands and orchestras. They will also 
keep in touch with those taking private 
lessons to provide a transition for stu- 
dents into school programs, said Ms. 
Kolben. 

Under the original cut, only one full- 
time music teacher would have been 
left. 

Also, while the original cut would 
have saved around $94,000, this new 
proposal will cut a smaller amount 
from the budget. 

The work of Ms. Kolben has excited 
School Committee members, who 
decided Tuesday night that other 
department heads and school princi- 
pals should help suggest ways to 
decrease the superintendent’s recom- 
mended budget. 

“When I realized that was possible I 
said to (Dick Neal), ‘Are there other 
things that have been looked at in that 


way?’” Susan Dalton, committee chair- 
woman, said Wednesday. 


The committee asked the superinten- 
dent to see if other school workers will 
make donations, if you will, of items 
they can do without. They hope other 
department heads can come up with 
ways to do things better. 


A group of Harold Parker Road-area 
residents gave selectmen a petition 
this week expressing their opposition 
to plans by a developer to extend a 
water line out Jenkins Road. They say 
it will encourage development. 

The petition asks selectmen to hold 
a public hearing on the proposal by the 
developer of the proposed Deerfield 
Estates subdivision on Jenkins Road 
to run a water line out Salem Street 
and down Jenkins Road to access the 
property. The developer has offered to 
spend about $1 million for the roughly 
one and a half mile line. 

Selectmen expressed support for the 
developer, pointing out that the town 
would be getting the additional fire

protection and water service needed in 
that area at no cost to taxpayers. But 
they also said they would, in their role 
as water commissioners, schedule at 
least one public meeting to discuss the 
proposal before they vote on it. . 

“There won't be any line without a 
public meeting,” selectmen chairman 
Larry Larsen said. 

Peggy Keck, of 52 Harold Parker 
Road, and Pat Dambra, 109 Jenkins 
Road, who solicited the 51 signatures 
on the petition, urged board members 
to listen to those who live in the area 
before deciding the issue. 

“We're saying the neighbors ought 
to be controlling” whether or not that 
comes in, Ms. Dambra said this week, -

At this point, the only town official 
who seems willing to say the “O” word - 
override — is Selectman James Baren- 
boim. And he isn’t pushing for one, just 
pointing out that’s the only way we'd be 
able to raise the money the schools are 
seeking for the budget. 

And while we certainly are not advo- 
cating an override of Proposition 2¥ at 
this point, we see Mr. Barenboim’s 
point: If Andover wants to maintain ser- 
vices at the current level, residents will 
have to override Prop. 2%, again and 
again. Increases of 2% percent on the levy 
limit haven’t been enough for Andover 
to maintain current-level services. 

The town of Lincoln, Mr. Barenboim 
points out, has approved nine overrides 
in nine years to maintain services. 

Right now Andover is in a jam. The 
building committee Says it needs an 
additional $2.43 million to complete the 
Andover High School project. Selectman 
Jerry Silverman calls completing AHS 
“a priority.” 

The schools are expecting 107 new stu- 
dents next year, an increase in school 
population of 1.9 percent. That’s a lot of 
students who need teachers and books. 

The schools budget, according to 
Superintendent Dick Neal, needs an 
expensive shot in the arm. 

Then there are salary increases, yes 
for teachers, but also for other town 
employees. There are repairs to roads 
and sidewalks, the exploded snow bud- 
get, and more. 

One way Andover could raise the 
extra money to finish the Andover High 
project would be to go to the levy limit. 
But there are town officials who are 
uncomfortable with that. 

In the meantime, School Committee 
members used the threat of removing 
middle-school music from the budget to 
make clear they believe the schools bud- 
get is down to bare bone. 

The point is, the town has reached a 
time when it has to make some very dif- 
ficult decisions. Will we elect to pay the 
price to maintain quality schools? If yes, 
how? And how will we fund finishing the 
AHS building project? How much more 
do we really need to spend there? 

Whatever our decisions, they have 
important long-range implications. 
Town Meeting is the appropriate place 
for these decisions to be made. Let resi- 
dents decide. Let them say if they can 
afford tax increases. Let them set 


Andover’s priorities. In the meantime, : 


there are a lot of officials in Andover — 
paid as well as unpaid - who are spend- 
ing scores of hours a week working the 
problems. We're grateful for that.

Dick Muller talks 
about his ‘style’

These ideas involve 
kids and their educational well 
being. Anything involving our kids 
is rooted in personal passion. That is 
how it should be. 

But, it then becomes the responsi- 
bility of the School Committee to 
vote based on what we believe is best 
for the entire system. (Let me inter- 
ject that in three years I have never 
passed on a vote no matter how 
tough it was.) It is our responsibility 
to decide when it is time to vote. If 
we did not, then very little would 
ever get accomplished. You can 
understand that we do not always, 
cannot always, make everyone hap- 
py. I can deal with disagreeing and 
discussing the issues but false accu-

Instead of seeing the expressions 
advanced by the students as a wonder- 
ful experiment in the democratic pro- 
cess and a coming-of-age rite which the 
High School students were undergoing, 
there were derogatory and denigrating 
remarks made by some of the members 
who form the majority vote of the 
School Committee. 

A third example: the way several 
parents were treated during the termi- 
nation of Mr. Campbell. 

A fourth example: a belief on the 
part of at least one of the trio that so 
long as athletics are provided, the oth- 
er extracurricular activities can in 
some way be diminished or go by the 
board. Such attitudes show a singular 
lack of respect for the creativity that 
artistic endeavors such as music, art, 
drama, etc. provide for students. I 
should add that without sparking that 
creativity, we are doomed to enjoy no 
new surges of creativity in those peo- 
ple when they reach the business, pro- 
fessional, or other occupations. 

I have personally spoken with Mr. 
Nadworny and explored these and oth- 
er issues with him. I am satisfied that 
he will sincerely try to promote quality 
and creativity as ongoing constant 
goals in his service on behalf of the 
School Committee. I believe that these 
are important goals and can carry the 
School Committee in a new and 
healthy direction. 

I have spoken at length with Mr. 
Nadworny concerning the accountabil- 
ity of those who serve in the public. He 
is adamant that there should be 
accountability. He is adamant that the 
School Committee should create a long- 
range plan to ensure continued excel- 
lence in our public schools. He is com- 
mitted to a long-range plan and 
appears committed to ascertain from 
the superintendent that such a plan be 
created for our schools. 

I believe that these points of view 
have been neglected by the present 
committee as an entirety. I believe that 
these points of view are essential if 
Andover is at least to maintain the 
school system that it presently possess- 
es if not cause that school system to 
escalate into becoming one of the finer 
school systems in the commonwealth. 
While Dick Muller has done much good 
work for the Andover community in 
his tenure and, I feel, Sincerely 
believes that he is seeking to bring 
about some of the goals that I have set 
forth above, the committee as a whole 
desperately needs a new focus which 
he cannot bring to it. 

Even if you appear satisfied with the 
present composition of the Schoo]

Approves of 20% 
building impact fee 


Editor, Townsman: 

Joe O’Brien’s article regarding the 
April Town Meeting warrant is an 
excellent idea (Andover Townsman, let- 
ter, Jan. 11). It requires a $10,000 
impact fee prior to receiving a building 
permit for any new building in 
Andover, or 7 percent of total cost. 

This money would be applied to the 
protection, maintenance, and acquisi- 
tion of conservation land. I would sug- 
gest the fee total be $20,000 with $10,000 
of it going towards our educational Sys- 
tem. This would keep the real estate 
tax down for all the present residents 
and slow down over-development of 
our town and preserve our open 
spaces. 

The figure $20,000 may sound exces- 
sive, but it calculates to be less than 10 
percent of the average cost of most 
homes presently being built in 
Andover at a selling price of $500,000+. 
Ten percent is less than one would tip 
for services at a restaurant, hotel, golf 
course, etc. Ten percent is very reason- 
able when you consider all the bene- 
fits, services and privileges of living in 
Andover. 


Rather than having the new home- 
owner absorb this total cost, perhaps 
the real beneficiaries of all this devel- 
opment could share the financial 
responsibility; i.e., contractors, real 
estate brokers, mortgage-holders, legal 
consultants and insurance agencies. 
After all, all these mentioned have cer- 
tainly profited the most from the 
increase in development of Andover 
over the: last few years. It seems to me 
that every time I turn around, there is 


yet another large development, anoth- 
er bank on the corner, or a new real 
estate agency or insurance agency 
expansion. 

In conclusion, imagine your vote at 
the Town Meeting being like a no-limit 
credit card and the town meeting is 
like a giant department store. You have 
the option of buying everything you 
would like — or telling yourself you can 
do without it for awhile. Whatever you 
feel you have to have is going to need 
to be paid back eventually. If your 
credit card has no limits, are you so 
fortunate to have same.

Objects to Marriott's 
assisted-living project 
The following letter was sent to Lino 
Bernardi, senior director of develop» 
ment, Marriott Senior Living Services, 
Marriott Drive, Washington, D.C. 20058 
with a copy to the Townsman: 

Editor, Townsman: 

Dear Mr. Bernardi: 

Re: Assisted Living Facility, 
Andover, Mass. 

I have received Marriott’s letter of 
Feb. 20 regarding the referenced devel- 
opment, and as an immediate neighbor 
I have the following concerns about 
this proposal: 

Firstly, there is the element of trust. 
Notwithstanding the supposed benefits 
to the town of Andover, Marriott 
should frankly admit that it would nét 
be undertaking such a project were it 
not in the corporation’s best financial 
interest to do so. To obscure this fact is 
to not fully credit the intelligence of 
the citizens of Andover. In my opinion, 
this is not a good first step on Mar- 
riott’s part, as a potential neighbor. 

Secondly, Marriott makes no men- 
tion in the letter or enclosures about 
the size of the proposed development in 
terms of number of units and square 
feet, including parking area. While it 
may be true that the development’s res- 
idents might not generate much traffic, 
visitors, support staff and delivery peo- 
ple certainly would add greatly to traf- 
fic on Haverhill Street and surround- 
ing roads. The proposed development 
is in one of the most congested areas of 
Andover, and adding even one more 
vehicle to Haverhill Street is not in the 
best interest of the neighboring com- 
munity. 

Despite the letter’s references to the 
development’s internal security and 
fire alarm systems, the fact of the mat- 
ter is that if there is a fire, the fire 
department must respond; if there is a 
criminal incident the police must 
respond. Again, give us credit for some 
intelligence. 

The proposed development is locat- 
ed uphill from wetlands and a residen- 
tial community. In rainy weather there 
is downhill runoff which will increase 
substantially and further flood the wet- 
lands and the cellars of our houses, if

this property is built upon. No matter 
how good the drainage system, a devel- 
opment cannot minimize this runoff as 
well as could undeveloped woods. 
Petential lawsuits arising from cellar 
flooding and structural damage would 
benefit neither the town of Andover, 
nor Marriott Corporation. 

While I support the idea of assisted 
living facilities, Marriott’s proposal 
cannot be viewed in isolation, but 
rather in context with other large-scale 
development plans in the immediate 
area: a 250-300 unit apartment complex 
on Waverly Road near Boston Market, 
and a large scale industrial or residen- 
tial development on the Champy prop- 
erty behind Haverhill Street. 

«The combination of these proposals 
would be tremendously damaging to 
the environment around Den Rock 
Park and to the quality of life of area 
residents. Concerned area residents 
have been fighting disjointed develop- 
ment for years, and are currently 
engaged in visionary planning that 
would create a more balanced mix of 
conservation passive recreational 
uses, and development than currently 
exists in the area. This effort has been 
supported by State Senator John 
O’Brien. 

If Marriott is seriously interested in 
benefiting the people of Andover and 
se®rounding areas, it could contribute 
to this vision by applying resources 
and effort toward mitigating the size of 
all potential developments in the area 
around Den Rock Park and Shawsheen 
Village. In my mind, that would be a 
truer indicator of Marriott’s commit- 
ment to the town of Andover, and 
might win more popular support.

elite squads [om four of the six 
New England states as Mas- 
sachusetts was jOined by the best 
from New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island and host Connecticut. 

The New England team title 
was won by New Hampshire 
state champ Pinkerton Academy 
of Derry, which scored 143.75 to 
edge Massachusetts state champ 
Danvers at 143.60.

Selectmen would support the request for an 
additional $1.25 million, but that the schools 
have looked at what they need now and what 
they will need in the future. 

Mr. Barenboim said Mr. Muller was 
wrong regarding whether any selectmen 
yould support the request. 

“I would. If that’s what you’d need, I’d sup- 
port it,” Mr. Barenboim said. 

Larry Larsen, selectman chairman, said 
,he also would support such a request if that’s 
what the schools decide they need. 

Selectman Jerry Silverman said he is 
bothered that after three months of negotia- 
tion that they were still talking about the 
same number. He said the School Committee 
has to list priorities and give a lower num- 
ber, and that while some additional funding 
would be made available, it would not be 
$1.25 million. 

“We shouldn’t be dragging tails for three 
#onths still looking at the same numbers,” 
Mr. Silverman said. 

Mr. Neal suggested some of the revenues 
that normally go to the free cash account 
could be used by the schools. But Buzz 
Stapczynski, town manager, said half the 
free cash account of $3 million will likely be 
used to pay for the deficit in the snow- 
removal budget.

sition 24. But that would compromise the 
town’s financial position in future years, is 
not recommended by the FinCom or town 
officials, and would only solve part of the 
problem with the school budget, FinCom 
members said. 

For the last several years, whenever one- 
time funds were available in the budget, they 
have been assigned to the schools, usually to 
the account for teachers’ salaries, according 
to Don Robb, FinCom chairman. Last year 
there was an additional $500,000 carried over 
to this year’s school budget to cover salary 
increases. 

“We're operating at a level that’s above 
what was approved last year at Town Meet- 
ing,” said Joanne Marden, FinCom member. 

That means that that $500,000 hole has to 
be filled in next year’s budget with the 5.5 
percent increase in the town manager's pro- 
posed budget before there is anything avail- 
able for any other increases, she said. 

“All the options are unattractive,” said 
Fred Fitzgerald, FinCom member. 

“We can do A, we can do B, we can do C 
and throw up on our shoes,” but get a deci- 
sion made, Mr. Fitzgerald said. 

Mr. Neal agreed. 

“I think the reason for the difficulty is all 
of the options are so distasteful,” he said.

Mr. Robb said 
that it comes down

» The town manag- 
er’s proposed budget 
is based on about a 
4.5 percent increase 
in property-tax rev- 
enues. That includes 
the 2% percent hike 
in taxes allowed 
under Prop.
